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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed May 28, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Argument that Kawai ref membranes are not formed by phase inversion: Col 5 lines 24-40 
describes the phase inversion process steps in Kawai, even though the phrase "phase inversion" is 
not used. 

Ai^;ument that applicant's membrane structure has fibrils: this is not claimed. 
Aipoment that applicant's membrane is limited to membranes formed by liquid- liquid phase 
inversion: again, Kawai teaches liquid- liquid phase inversion as quoted above. Applicant has not 
responded to the rejection based on the case law In re Thorpe "[E]ven though product-by^process 
claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the 
product itself. The patentability of a prodvict does not depend on its method of production. If the 
product in the product- by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Or. 1985). 

Re argument that EP'432 teaches only PTFE membrane and PTFE is not a thermoplastic: 
EP'432 is used only as a secondary reference for support. EP'432 uses PFA (see page 2), which is a 
thermoplastic fluoro-polymer.
